A Brighter, Move ‘Hopetal Outlook ° 


So much has been heard during the past two or three years about hard 
times in Canada, with reports of unemployment, emigration\to the United 
States, etc,, ete.; that it is a weicome cliange to now read from week to week 
of steadily improving conditions and to note the more hopeful tone prevailing. 
It is undeniably true.that during recent years times have been exceedingly 
trying and dificult for many people, and that heavy responsibilities have been 
carried by business men generally during the prevailing period of depression. 
But after all, the number who engaged in downright blue ruin talk was small, 
albeit at Limes rather noisy, ; 

The tide has changed and is growing stronger, with the result that thous- 
ands who emigrated to the United States are now coming back while the im- 
migration of new people is increasing. Unemployment has lessened and 
continues tu grow smaller, and mercantile business, whplesale and retail, 
shows steady improvement. Huving heard so much that was. distouraging 
and inducive of despondency in past months, let us record a few facts reveal- 
ing the present betterment with all their significance for continued progress. 

The number of business failures in Canada during the first three months 
of this year was 785, compared with 1,032 during the same quarter of 1923, and 
liabilities were more than one million dollars less. 

Loadings of freight Garg on Canada’s railways during the first five months 
of the year were nearly 100)000 greater than during the same months a year 
ago, and railway earnings exceed those of a year ago by over three million 
dollars. 

_ While building permits in the larger Eastern cities, notably Montreal and 
Toronto, show decreases, the reverse is true'in the West. Western permits 
are more than $2,000,000 greater than at this same period a year ago. 

More than 450,000,000 bushels of Canada’s wheat crop of 1925 was mer- 
chantable a8 compared with 389,000,000 bushels. the previous year. Last 
year’s merchantable yield of oats was 635,000,000 bushels against 452,000,000 
in 1922, According to data given out at» Winnipeg, the net valtle to farmers 
of last year’s wheat crop, in the West alone, between September 1 and April 
30, is more than $14,000,000 greater than the value of the previous crop. On 
the other hand, erop conditions in the United States are less favorable than 
for twelve years past, and wheat prices are on an upward trend. It is con- 
fidently prédicted that the United States will be obliged to import larger 
quantities of Canadian wheat this year. . : 

Despite the outcry made by some manufacturers over the recent. tariff 
changes, the industrial situation is likewise improving. The Ford Motor 
Company of Canada is manufacturing 45,000 more cars this year than in any 
previous year.

A Iittle more faith in 
themselves and in Canada, a Iittle more courage and initiative, a willingness 
to risk a little in developthent enterprises, instéad of relying so largely, on 
spoon-fed assistance through the erection of tariff walls to shut out competi- 
tion, would quickly revolutionize the manufacturing industries of the Domin- 
ion, put new life into them, and. through the de¥elopment of our resources 
increase employment, and create new. business in all directions. : 
Many instances could be-cited.of improvements recorded in other depart- 
ments of business activity, such, for example, as one tea distributing firm 
whose volume of business is 20 per cent. greater than a year ago; or another 
firm engaged in the same business whose increase is 30 per cent.; or of a firm 
producing grape juice. whose 1923 sales were 40 per cent. larger than in 1922 
and whose business this year is increasing over that of last year. : .

Looking ‘for a short cut 
Columbus discovered America, and 
and scientists searching in Western 
Canada for potash during the world 
war, While they failed to find potash, 
found large deposits of sodium 
magnesium conipounds, such as sod- 
fum sulphate; sodium chloride, sodium 
carbonate, and magnesium sulphate. 

Solid salts and brines in undrained 
or partially drained basins are num- 
erous in Saskatchewan. In many 
cases the name “Alkali lake” has been 
appropriately applied to, deposits of 
this nature since the early spring, and 
often into late summer, these deposits 
are covered with water. They vary 
greatly in size, some being many 
acres in extent, and ranging up to 15 
feet or more in thickness, with the 
salts generally found interbedded, or 
mixed, with calcareous mud and peaty 
material. In a few instances, the de- 
posits are in a purée enough form to 
be commercially. marketble in their 
crude state. Among the, deposits 
which have been investigated by the 
Federal Bureau of Mines is the deposit 
known as Frederick Lake, in Southern 
Saskatchewan, which has a hard cry- 
stal bed averaging over four feet in 
depth; Corrol Lake, near the western 
boundary of the province near the 
main line of the C-P.R.; Alkali Lake, 
near Ingebright, forty miles north of 
Maple Creek; Fusiler deposit on the 
Lacombe-Kerrobert branch of the 
C.P.; the sodium chloride deposits in 
Senlac Lake, Whiteshore Lake and 
Muskiki Lake, near Dana} Saskatche- 
wan, where Salts and Chemicals, Ltd., 
of Kitchener, Ontario, has, erected a 
large plant, and is carrying on a large 
amount of experimentation on the re- 
covery of the sodium sulphate salts in 
a commercial form. 

The province of Saskatchewan ex- 
cels in the quality and quantity of the 
class of raw refractories known as 
fireclays; and, in addition to this 
valuable material, possesses other ar- 
gillaceous deposits, from which can be 
manufactured practically the whole 
range of structural clay products. 

Among the most important of the 
clay fields in the province is the im- 
‘mense deposit in the Eastern Raven- 
scrag district in the Cypress Hills, 
near the southwest corner of the 
province. South of these hills the 
Frenchman. River has cut a deep 
trench in the tertiary and cretace- 
ous formation, and exposes the valu- 
able “refractory and semi-refractory 
clays which occur at the base of the 
tertiary. formation. For a distance 
of about fifteen miles the white band 
clays can be scen éut-cropping in the 
valleyside, this band of white clay, 
from 20 to 50 feet in thickness, form- 
ing a conspicuous feature of the land- 
scape resembling in the distance great 
gnowbanks. . Investigations of gov- 
ernment experts indicate that the 
quantity of yaw inaterial is practical- 
ly unHmited. | Some of the clays con- 
tain small concretions of iron oxide, 
but these are easily removed by.wash- 
ing, and an abundance of good clean 
water can be“had from the Frenchman 
River for washing the clays. These 
clays in the Cypress Hills have been 
found to be less réfractory. than de- 
posits located further west in the 
province, and are of the earthenware 
and stoneware type, highly sulted to 
the manufacture of Rockingham, yel- 
low ware and a wide range of stone- 
ware, including chemical stoneware. 
They are favorably situated as re- 
gards water supply, tuansportation and 
fuel; a combination that makes them 
' of great commercial importance, 


Mining is comparatively simple. 
Lignite coal is mined for domestic 
consumption in the immediate 


vicinity, and the great sem!-bitumin- 
ous coal fields of Southern Alberta are 
yee ial 200 miles by rail west 
of the field, while drilling for gas is 
in pFogress in the fléld itself. 
East of this field, near the southern 
boundary of Saskatchewan, near 
Knollys, a siding on the Weyburn- 
Manyberries branch of the C.P.R., a 
Valuable pottery clay is found which, 
on chemical analyajs and in laboratory 
tests, compares favorably, with clays 
from Roseville, Ohio, and  Coblenz, 
Germany. This clay works up into a 
nice, smooth body, well adapted to 
modelling or similar work, casts free- 
ly in panier, ele and works well 
en a potter's Wheel.

The main lignite 
fields of the province, where it is esti- 
mated that fifty billioh meitic tons of 
coal are available, are located near 
Estevan, about 145 miles by rail from 
Willow, but the lack of a suitable sup- 
ply of water is at present a serious 
drawback when considering the es- 
tablishment of a clay plant in this dis- 
trict. Seams of lignite occur within 
close proximity to this field, but so 
far these seams have only been mined 
for small local domestic production. 


Natural Resources Bulletin 


Phenomenal Development of Agricul- 
ture In Western Provinces 

The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior at Ottawa says: 

Canada on July 1 will be fifty-seven 
years of age. When it is remember- 
ed that at the time of Confederation 
there were less than 110,000 people 
west of the Ontario boundary, includ 
ing Manitoba, the Northwest Territor- 
ies and British Columbia, the growth 
of the western portion of Canada has 
been alfhost phenomenal. By the 
census of 1921 this portion of Canada 


contained nearly two and one-half mil- | 


lion people. 

Greater. still is the development 
which has taken place in agriculture 
in what was then the Northwest Ter- 
ritories.. The earliest’ returms ayall- 
able, those for 1891, give the acre- 
age devoted to wheat, oats, barley and 
rye in Alberta and Saskatchewan as 
183,915 acres, and the total product as 
3,637,742 bushels. In 1923 the acre- 
age devoted to these four crops in the 
two provinces amounted to 27,537/620 
with a total output of $02,782,000 bush- 
els, In 1891 the,total value of the 
field crops of the whole of Canada was 
$194,953,420, while last year the total 
value of the field crops of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan amounted to $414,118,- 
000, the value of the wheat alone 
amounting to $272,647. 

Of the total.of 144,000,000 acres of 
arable land in the two provinces but 
31,089,373 acres was under field crops 
last year. What the next few. years 
will mean to these provinces with the 
influx of populgtion and the cultivation 
of greatly increased acreage, can 
hardly be appreciated. These figures, 
however, give Canadians an insight 
into what is taking place in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan in putting Canada 
into the front rank as a grain produc- 
ing area and confirming the title of 
this country as the granary of the 
Empire. 


Advises Canada To — 
Develop Wool Output 


President of British Wool Federation 
Says Demand Is Growing 

The British Empire controls 68 per 
cent. of the world’s exportable surplus 
wool, and South America 32 per cent. 
according ‘to a statement made by the 
president of the British Wool Federa- 
tion, In the course of a paper on wool 
supplies and wool consumption, which 
he read at the Empire textile confer- 
ence at Wembley. In the case of 
merino wool, the Empire produces 85 
per cent., he said, . 

The president urged that. steps 
should be taken to discover what 
measures could be adopted — to 
strengthen the present position by en- 
couraging the overseas farmers, es- 
pecially Canadian farmers, to ia- 
crease thetr flocks of sheep, He con- 
tended that the sheep breeding dndus- 
try undoubtedly was capable of enor- 
mous development under a campaign 
backed by the respective governments, 
He expressed. the belief that if the 
ever-growing demand for wool for gar- 


ments were not met there would be a: 


reduction in the use of wool apd in- 
creased use of substitutes,

Many Farmers Lose By Using Im- 
properly Adjusted Machine 

A_ rece nt report from the western 
dairy division cites an example of ten 
farmers, producirg 25,762 Ibs. of miik 
in-a month and sustaining, through 
inefficient separation, a loss amounting 
to 308 lbs., of fat. This fat was fig- 
ured to be worth 46 cents a Ib., or 
$141.65 for the month. This loss is 
unnecessary, for a good separator, 
properly run, should get practically all 
the fat out of the milk. It is cer- 
tainly worth while to have the skim 
milk tested occasionally to see how 
much fat fs belrfg lost in it. A poor 
separator is a liability évery day it is 
used. Where fat is constantly being 
lost a new separator of the right kind 
will soon pay for itself by preventing 
this loss. It certainly would not take 
long for one of those farmers mention- 
ed above’to pay for a good cream sep- 
arator. Unfortunately there is a 
great deal of butter-fat being wasted 
by worn-out, inferior or improperly 
adjusted cream separators. 


Broadcasting For Farm Help 

Radio has been used by the immi- 
gration authorities to place farm 
laborers in work. The Winnipeg im- 
migration office recently wired Saska- 
toon and from there the message was 
broadcast, stating 300 experienced 
farm help wanted work. Within 24 
hours replies poured in and the men 
were sent out. .

The opening up of the Porcupine and 
Kirkland Lake gold camps marked the 
beginning of a new era in the history 
of gold mining in Ontario, which ts 
now one of tlie important gold-produc- 
ing countries of the world. Though 
the first productive operations at Por- 
cupine date. only from 1909, and at 
Kirkland Lake from 1913, these two 


camps had at the end of 1923 paid out } 


in dividends over $34,000,000. With 
nearly every producing mine increas- 
ing both its proved ore | reserves and 
its milling capacity, and» with a num- 
ber-of new mines rapidly approaching 
the productive stage, the gold, output 
of Ontario, which, 
to $20,000,000, should show a marked 
increase within the next few years. 

Canada’s total gold’ production in 
1923 was a little under $25,000,000, of 
which about 90 per cent. was _produc- 
ed as bullion. 

Silver comes second only to gold 
among the metals produced in the Do- 
minjon, in point of value of annual 
production, and among the silver-pro- 
‘ducing countries of the world. Canada 
ranks third. 

Developments at Cobalt have made 
Ontario not only the premier “Silver 
mining province of the Dominion, but 
also one of the great silver-producing 
-countries of the world. To, the end 


- of 1922, this and other Northern On- 


tario silver camps have contributed a 
total of about 325,000,000 ounces, or 
nearly 11,143 tons of fine silver to the 
world’s stock, ‘The maximum annual 
production of 30,500,000 ounces was 
reached jn 1911.

Estimated at Over 22,672,000 
Actes : 

Attention has been called to the 
progress which this country has made 
since the commencement of the pres- 
ent century, and what may be In pros- 
pect for this young and aggressive 
country in the years to come. 

There is no forniula, however, for 
judging the course of national devel- 
opment The most cautious forecast 
may prove extravagant, and the most 
optimistic may fall far short of actual 
accomplishment. Sixty years ago 
President. Lincoln pointed out, In his 
second annual message to Congress, 
that the population of the ‘United 
States in 1920 would exceed 186,000,000 
if the rate of increase continued to be 
as great/as it had been between 1790 
and J860.. The United States did ree- 
ord amazing prozress but the popula- 
tion in 1920 failed by some 80,000,000, 
to reach the number mentioned in 
Lincoln's message, 

Again,. achievement may just as 
strikingly outstrip anticipation. In 
1898 the renowned scientist, Sir Wil- 
liam Crookes, delivered a very impres- 
sive statement on “The Wheat Prob- 
tem’ as his presidential address be- 
fore the British, Association for the 
Advangemeat of Science. Reviewing 
the prospective sourees from which 
the world might draw inexeased sup- 
plies of wheat, the speaker stated that 
“the most trustworthy estimates give 
Canada a wheat atea ‘of not more than 
6,000,000. acres in the next twelve 
years, Increasing To a maximum of 
12,000,000 acres in twenty five years.” 

The passing of twenty-five years has 


' shown this estimate to be.too conser- |. 


vative. Canada’s wheat area reach- 
ed the estimated’maximum of 12,000,- 
000 acres considerably in advance of 
expectation, aud continted-to increase. 
In 1923 an aren of more than 22,672,000

erm Canada silll possessed many ad- 
ditional millions «f acres of uneulti- 
vated land.

‘Northern Indians Are 
Pas 3 Victims Of Leprosy 


| Band In Findlay Valley Facing Exter- 
mination Says Fur Trader 

The Siccani Indians who live in the 
Valley of the Findlay River, are vir- 
tually a band of lepers, and are facing 
| extermination, according to Henry 
| Stege, a fur trader, who arrived in Ed- 
monton from the far north of British 
Columbia. 

Disease has so ravaged this people, 
once fall of bealth and vitality, that 
today less than 200 of them remain in 
the Findlay Valley and most of these 
are either blind or horribly maimed, 
Mr. Stege reports. 

Some of them, according to Mr, 
Stege, are suffering the tortures of 
slow death, unable to do anything to 
check the advancing grip of disease. 

Others, ‘blind or nearly so, gfope 
their way about the mountains, hunt- 
ing moose, their principal food, but 
are unable to see the moose when they 
' ana him, and so.add hunger to their 
other sufferings. 

“This condition is not only a calam- 
ity but, a disgrace,” declared Mr. 
Stege, “and it is high time that either 
the government of British Columbia or 
the Dominion authorities did some- 
thing to help these unfortunate people, 

“They are gradually dying off, and 
many of those who are left would be 
better put out of their misery. They 
are lepers to all intents and purposes, 
and I think it is a disgrace to Canada 
that they should be allowed to exist in 
this awful state.”

Leipziges Street, the main thorough- 
fare of downtown Berlin, has been a 
miniature Leipzig Fair recently. In- 
stead of erecting spécial booths for 
their displays, the downtown business 
men have simply agreed to tonvert 
their spacious show windows into ex- 
positions of what they call “Waren- 
kunde,” the science or knowledge of 
how goods are made. The suggestion 
came from the League of Housewives, 
which desires {ts membership to be- 
come an aggregation of thinking, con- 
scious housekeepers. 

There was a time before the war 
when every German housekeper prid- 
ed herself on teaching her daughters 
Just what went Into the makeup of 
articles of clothing and furniture, and 
tried to inzulcate in them the ability 
to make purchases with an eye to 
quality. With the war came the prac- . 
tice of palming off substitutes because 
of the inability to obtain the proper 
raw materials. Only gradually goods 
and wares are being produced og a 
pre-war basis, and the women are an- 
xious to have the younger generation 
learn the difference between real and 
imitation materials. 

Among the exhibits in the show 
windows of Leipziger Street are the 
manufacture of shoes, of umbrellas 
and of woollen goods. { There are dis- 
plays of modern bedrooms, clothes 
closets and travelling equipment. Real 
lace is shown side by side with imita- 
tion, real diamonds with fake, and real 
fur with false. 

Many schools of domestic econ- 
omy are taking their pupils the whole 
length of Leipziger Street, with the 
teachér explaining the various _ pro- 
®esses exhibited.

With the return te Londonderry of 
the admfralty ship Racer, engaged in 
salvaging the bar gold on the submar- 
ined Laurentic off Lough Swilly, tt was 
learned that leas than a $1,0007000 of 
the $25,000,000 that was on board the 


liner when she was torpedoed in 
January, 1917, remains to be recover: 
ed. 


The Racer has now put in for sup- 
plies before resuming her quest for 
the rest of the treasure in Davey 
Jones’ Locker. Up to now this is the 
most successful salvaging operation 
carried ‘out since the war. The gold 
was destined for the United States 
when the liner sank with a loss of 300 
lives. 

The salvage work on the slowly dis- 
integrating bulk of the sunken Lauren- 
tle began shortly after the vessel was 
sunk In 9917. Unwayeringly it has 
been carried on in the face of.appar- 
ently almost.insurmountable obstacles 
until’ now, with treacherous currents 
baMed and hitherto unfaced problems 
solved, it Is nearing completion. 

When the first men dropped at the 
end of cables from the ancient wood- 
én training ship, so hopefully called 
the Racer, German submarines were 
still blockading. Cruising U-boats 
for many months successfully frus- 
trated the salvaging work and it was

Famous Book Brought 
From Hiding Place 


“Devil's Bible” Is Kept In Royal 
Library at Stockholm 

One of the most remarkable books 
in the world, called “the Devil's 
Bible,” and also the “giant of books,” 
has just been brought out of its hid. 
ing place in the .Royal Library otf 
Stockholm, following a request for a 
photostat .copy from the city otf 
Prague, where it was captured at the 
Swedish conquest in 1648. 

It was @writien 800 years ago, sin 
legend says that it was completed 
during a single night by a monk who 
was doomed to die. He had to have 
assistance from. the devil,..however, 
and in gratitude ‘made a full page 
portrait of him, horns, cloven hoofs, 
and all which has ever since remained 
in the Bible 

The book is probably the largest 
Bible in the world, the pages being a 
yarg high by a feot and a half wide. 
It was written on 809 © parchment 
sheets, for which, according to tradi- 
tion, 100 donkey hides were required. 
The lettering is beautifully “Mlumino- 
ated in gold and bright colors. 

“The “Devil's Bible” when ‘brought 
‘to Sweden was presented to Queen 
Kristina, the daughter of Gustaveus 
Adolphus, along with a unique and 
priceless book, the Codex Argenteus, 
or. “Silver Bible.” The name was 
given to the book because it is bound 
in covers of heavy. wrought _ silver: 
The letters of the text are in silver 
and gold, stamped on purple parch- 
ment. The “Silver Bible,” which is 
about 1,400 years old, is a translation 
of the four gospels made by Bishop 
Ulfilas, and ig considered invaluable 
because {t contains virtually all the 
extant. writing in the Gothic language. 
It is now preserved at Upsala Univer- 
sity, in Sweden.
